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BUYING YOUR 

WINTER’S COAL 


To the many slogans which have 
been coined as an aid to momorv on 
war work there is yet another which 
rmght with reasonableness be added 
to the list. It is “Begin buying your 
coal for winter now." On the face of it 
there might appear to be grounds on 
which a person who followed the ad¬ 
vice might be accused of coal hoard- 
mg; grabbing it before the other fel¬ 
low got a chance and leaving him to 
shift as he may when the cold weather 
comes. But Such is not the case, for 
the advice is giving by the provincial 
fuel controller. His reasons are many 
but the most serious of them are Jwo: 
employment and transportation. It is 
necessary, if the fuel supply for win¬ 
ter is ty'be mined that the mines are 
kept Working during the better part 
of the summer months. This cannot 
be done unless the coal is purchased 
as it is produced as the owners cannot 
bo expected to spend money on wages 
for so great a length of time without 
selling their product. As far as 
transportation is concerned, all avail- 
able rolling stock in the fall will be 
• required to move the wheat crop, 
which, it is anticipated, will be larger 
than ever this year. This, together 
with transportation neoessary for mil¬ 
itary purposes and munitions is going 
to occupy the available shipping faci¬ 
lities and there will be fio room ‘"for 
the coal. , 

When all is said and done, all that 
is asked of the coal consumer is that 
he avail himself of priority in the mat 
ter of shipment, and if he is wise, he 
wilL do that.

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
commenncement of the present war, 
and has since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish subject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
I Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
of three years. 

In certgiq districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 60 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts.

CANADA’S NEW WAR TAXES

announced by Hon. A. K. MacLean: 

Special C.P.R. tax, $7,000,000. 

Additional tax on packing industry. 

Change in business tax applying to 
businesses employing capital of $25,- 
000 to $50,000. Rate will be 25 per 
cent of amount by which profits* ex¬ 
ceed 10 per cent. 

Income tax exemptions- Teduoed to 
$2,000 for married men and $1,000 
for unmarried. Rate will be 2 per 
cent. There will be additional exemp¬ 
tion for married men of $200 for 
each child under 16 years of age. 

In addition to the nominal tax and 
super-tax a war surtax assessable up 
to and inclusive of the calendar year 
in which the war ends upon the tax 
payable as follows:

per cent.;__on incomes in excess of 
$10,000 and not exceeding $100,000,

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ARE ASKING FOR MORE 
RED CROSS WORKERS 


Appeal to All Ladies is Sent 
Out by Provincial Head¬ 
quarters; Casualties are 
Growing; And Work " 
Must Increase 
Also 

Miss Fair, the secretary of the Vul¬ 
can branch of the Red Cross Society, 
has received the following letter from 
provincial hdNquarters asking that 
womea all over the district co-operate 
in the matter of Red Cross work. It 
is hoped that the answer to the ap¬ 
peal will be sufficient to cover the 
growing needs of the Society in look¬ 
ing after the soldiers. 

In view of the terrible conflict of the 


past few weeks, the demands on the 
Red Cross Society are becoming each 
day more serious. At the outset of 
the present flghting,’ the Head Office 
of the Canadian Red Cross cabled 
England os follows: 

Hodgetta, London. 

“Executive Committee met today. 
Instructed me to cable you not to “let 
wounded suffer for lack of anything 
we can provide.” 

Marshall, March 25th. 

It was felt that this cable express¬ 
ed the sentiments of the Canadian 
people, and that whatever demands 
the Red Cross may have to meet, the 
men and women of Canada would be 
ready to raise to the emergency.

THE IMPORTANCE OF 

EARLY HATCHING 

Hatch early. Make every effort to 
get your chicks out this spring before 
the 24th of May. The lighter breeds 
maiy be hatched up to the first of June 
but as a rule, the heavier breeds hat¬ 
ched later than the 24th of May are 
not satisfactory. At least 90 per 
cent of the pullets in Canada were not 
laying during November and Decem¬ 
ber the past winter, because they 
were hatched too late. 

If you are depending upon your 
own flock for breeding eggs mate ten 
to fifteen days before setting. Test 
the eggs for fertility so that you will 
be sure^ou are not setting many 
without good fertility. If you are us¬ 
ing incubators set early, but do not 
count on more than three hatches. If 
you can get all the chicks out in one 
hatch, so much the better. If hens are 
used, use some system. (See Exhibi- ' 
t'on Circular No. 1. Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa.) If the hens are too 
. low in becoming broody see if you 
can get some custom hatching done 
or purchase day-old chicks. Get in 
touch with good breeders in your 
vicinity, or write your nearest Ex¬ 
perimental fppn, 

There is more money wasted each 
year because of late hatched pullets 
than is often made from the rest of 
the flock. 

No late hatches. Do not be mis¬ 
informed. Late hatched chickens as a 
rule-do not pay,'“One more hatch” will 
not help the Empire. Better to sell 
the eggs and save the feeds.

CALI. MEN 19 YEARS OLD 

Men of 19 years of age are to be 
called upon to register for military 
service. A proclamation to this effect 
will be issued shortly and, it is under¬ 
stood will provide that men must reg¬ 
ister before the 1st of June.

HOG CLUBS IN PROVINCE ~ 


To the Alberta Registered Swine 
Breeders: 

The undersigned is endeavouring to 
organize for the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture a number of pig clubs for 
boys «and girls throughout'the Prov¬ 
ince. Already a large* number of 
places have asked for those clubs, but 
wc are finding great difficulty- in se¬ 
curing a sufficient number of small 
weaned sows to meet the demand. Wc 
would like to distribute these small 
weaned sows, approximately six to 
eight weeks old, from about May 20th 
to June 15th and would, therefore, 
like to hear from any or all of the 
Swine Breeders of the province with 
regard to such pigs that may be for 
sale." 

The breeds asked for by the clubs 
that have been visited so far are as 
follows: Berkshire, Duroc Jersey, 

Yorkshire, Poland Ghina and Hamp¬ 
shire. ' J 1 

We might add that what we want 
is registered stock, or stock that is 
eligible for registration anti such 
stock as will eventually make, first 
class brood sows. At present we caii 
secure all the grade pigs that the 
clubs are calling for. 

Will those who have weaned sows 
that will be ready for delivery between 
May 20th and June 15th kindly com- | 
municate with the undersigned at I 
once, stating exact date of birth of I 
pigs, together with price F.O.B. shipp¬ 
ing point_In all cases crates must be 

supplied by the shipper. 

On account of the difficulty in se¬ 
curing a sufficient number of pigs we 
cannot organize this year any more 
pig clubs than those that have already 
applied for organization, and even in 
the case of these it may be impossible 
to meet all the demands. However, 
we are doing our utmost in this dir¬ 
ection. If this same work is carried 
out next year then points that de¬ 
sire organizatioifltnd that can be pro¬ 
perly cared for will receive attention 
at the pvoper time.
